[Distressed women find 
comfort in city sanctuary

INA QUIET, ALMOST OBSCURE CORNER OF 
the bustling mall city of Mandaluyong sits a 
sanctuary for women healing from madness. 

Here, people with improved mental condi 
tion are not called patients but residents 
‘They do not сай this government-run facility 
a mental institution It is home, a place where 
they are not rejected, neglected or feared. 

For 18 years now, the Sanctuary Center of 
the Department of Social Welfare and Devel- 
‘opment has been treating women with men- 
tal illness due to trauma from physical and 
sexual abuse, stress from extreme poverty, 
loneliness and neglect, and hereditary brain 
and hormonal disorder. 

"The center serves аз a halfway home for pa- 

ts from the National Center for Mental 
Health (NCMH) and those rescued from the. 
streets of Metro Manila. 

"Most people do not know how to manage

someone with mental illness, even the edu- 
cared ones, professionals within the family. 
They easily get irritated, so some tend to hurt 
them,” resident psychologist Merlie Sanchez 
told the Inquirer in un interview. 

Sanctuary residents are not severely ili like 
the ones in the NCMH. They are productive, 
socially functional, and are capable of activi- 
Чез for daily living. They can take care of 
themselves and attend to hygiene. 

“What's important is to help them get back 
their ability for self-care because i's the first 
опе that goes when they lose their mind,” 
Sanchez said. 

‘With only one janitor and one cook, the 
center's 119 residents practically handle the 
upkeep of the center, which has three wards, 
each with its own toilet and bathroom (which 
need immediate renovation), a clinic, com- 
mon kitchen, dining and social hall, produc- 
tivity room and an administrative office.

Supervised by their house parents, resi- 
dents cook, clean the house, do the laundry, 
and keep the place a cozy shelter, surrounded 
by trees and featuring a gazebo as their rest- 
ingarea. 

"Many of them are mothers, so they know 
house chores. They did not need much train- 
| ing from us in doing their chores,” social 
‘worker Remedios Eripol said. 

The residents stay at the center until the 
DSWD can trace their relatives and assure 
them that the relatives are willing to take 
them back. 

The Sanctuary Center provides all the 
medicines needed by the residents, including 
vitamins, antipsychosis, tuberculosis and hy- 
pertension drugs, as transferees from the

respiratory problems. 

The center has no problems securing these. 
drugs. As an accredited donee of United Labo- 
ratories, the center receives P20,000 worth of 
medicines every month. 

While it is difficult to trace the causes of 
mental illnesses of the residents, most of them 
appear to have the disorder since they were 
children. 


OFWs 

About 2 percent were sexually abused 
while others were physically hurt or driven 
away by their own kin. Some are former over- 
seas Filipino workers, who have weak coping 
mechanisms and ended up mentally ill when 
they returned to the country. 

Rhodora, who was sexually abused by her 
father when she was 9 years old, spent four 
years in the Sanctuary Center before she was 
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reunited with her uncle in Bulacan, 

Heer uncle had spent for her treatment in 
the past, but brought her to the government 
facility when he could no longer afford the 
cost of medication and treatment. 

A graduate of medical technology Rhodora 
had worked in Saudi Arabia and had a daugh- 
ter, who used to visit her at the center until 
the daughter was adopted. Rhodora suffered 
a relapse because of the separation from her 
daughter but is fine now in the company of 
her relatives. 


Acceptance 

The Sanctuary Center started out with 145 
residents this yea. Twenty-eight have already 
been discharged and brought to their rela- 
tives from January to June. 

"We don't give them back unless there is 
guaranteed acceptance from the families be- 
Cause if not, then they would end up again in 
the streets and back here,” Sanchez said 

"The DSWD also has to assess whether a 
family has the capacity to provide the medica- 
tion and other needs of a resident before rein- 
tegration to avoid a relapse. 

Sadly, many families tend to refuse this 
chance for reunion with their lost members. 
Some are too poor or too busy to take care of 
people with mental condition 

Another sexually abused resident, Cielo, 
finished journalism in a university in Manila. 
She was molested by her stepfather, but her 
mother had refused to believe her and even 
accused her of seducing the stepfather 

"This could have been a precipitating factor 
in her mental breakdown, Sanchez said. The 
DSWD is still tracing Cielo's other relatives. 


Emotional support 

Cherry, whose relatives in Quezon had ex- 
pressed willingness to take her back, has re- 
fused to leave the center. She does not even 
‘want to go out to the mall with social workers 
forbirthday treats 

“Many of them do not want to leave the 
Sanctuary anymore because they think we 
‘won't bring them back here. They don't want 
to experience the same rejection they suffered 
in the past. The social stigma does not go 
away,” Sanchez said. 

‘She said emotional support was the “No. 1 
factor" in the healing of the women. 

“It's easy to buy the medicines, but you can- 
mot buy the emotional support. Thats the 
most important,” she said.

that men, whatever their race or socloeco- 
nomic group, are less likely than women to 
get bachelor’s degrees—and among those 
who do, fewer complete their degrees in four. 
or five years. 

Men also get worse grades than women, 
according to the statistics. 

‘And in two national studies, college men 
reported that they studied less and socialized 
more than their female classmates. 

Small wonder, then, women are walking 
off with a disproportionate share of the hon- 
ors degrees—not only at elite institutions like 
Harvard, small liberal arts colleges like Dick- 
inson College in Pennsylvania, but also at 
huge public universities like the University of 
Wisconsin and the UCLA, and smaller ones 
like the Florida Atlantic University. 

Although men are going to college in greater 
numbers and are more likely to graduate than 
two decades ago, they now make up only 42 
percent of the nation’s college students.

Drifting from Church 

‘The Vatican has warned that the family is 
under threat from such liberal reforms as gay 
marriage, which was recently legalized in 
‘Spain, as well as in the Netherlands, Belgium 
and Canada. 

Many Spaniards have drifted away from 
the Church in the three decades since the fall 
ofthe Gen, Francisco Franco dictatorship, un- 
der which it enjoyed special privileges. 

‘Spain has passed from being a bastion of 
Roman Catholicism to a predominantly lay 
society in less than a generation. St: ics 
show that while 80 percent of Spaniards 
still call themselves Catholics, only 42 per- 
cent believe in God and 20 percent go to 
Mass. 


Benedict, visiting Valencia's 17th century 
cathedral, told his bishops he was aware of 
the secular drift in a country with “deep Chris- 
tian roots" and urged them to "keep alive and 
vigorous this spirit, which has accompanied 
the Ме of Spaniards throughout their histo- 


Benedict addressed gay marriage before 
етеп getting off the plane. 

“According to human nature, itis man and 
‘woman who are made for each other and to 
give humanity a future,” he told reporters. 
"The Church can't accept certain things. At 
the same time, it wants to help people and re- 
spect them.” 

Thousands of police provided security, 
which included sharpshooters atop buildings 
and Awacs planes from Neto patrolling the 
skies. 

Benedict's comments on the trip seemed 
aimed at expressing the Church's view that

In the end, the CBCP left it to each bishop to 
decide individually whether to accept Mala- 
сайапуз donations and other favors, and be re- 
sponsible for their actions, the source said. 

Reached for comment, Msgr, Pedro Quito- 
rio, the CBCP spokesperson, declined to con- 
firm or deny the report.

Not bothered by rebuke 

Judging by the agenda of the plenary as- 
sembly, the prelates did not seem bothered by 
Malacafiang's rebuke.

“A just society must be the achievement of poli- 
ties, not of the Church. Yet the promotion of justice 
through efforts to bring about openness of mind 
and will to the demands of the common good is 
something, which concems the Church deeply” 
the pope said. 

Atthe height of demands for Ms Arroyo's resig- 
nation over the poll fraud allegations in July 2005, 
the CBCP issued a pastoral lener hammered out 
during is annual plenary refusing to join the 
clamor for her ouster but telling her that she 
should not ignore the calls that she step aside.

НЕ CONTROVERSIAL VIDEOTAPE BRIG. GEN. 
T Danilo Lim made, to declare his withdrawal of sup- 
port from his commander in chief, has run up 
against a wall of public skepticism. The problem isn't with 
the tape's contents; even Lim, the erstwhile commanding 
general of the First Scout Ranger Regiment, does not dis- 
pute the main facts. The problem is with the tape’s prove- 
nance; its release or discovery seems 
EDITORIAL to play right into Malacafiang’s 
hands. 

And the public can see through the appearances. 

But we should be wary of attributing too much strategic 
savoir-faire to President Macapagal-Arroyo or her polit 
cal lieutenants; politics is not an exact science and out- 
comes do not always agree with intentions. Yes, the Lim. 
tape helps Malacafiang make the public (not the legal) 
case for its declaration of a state of national emergency 
last February. In other words, it's a bold ploy in the per- 
ception game. But the tape also proves that the real prob- 
lem undermining the armed services remains active, ex- 
actly like a fault line. 

This problem is manifest even if Lim's own and most re- 
cent version of the tape's provenance is taken into ac- 
count. Lim, or a surrogate of his who seems to enjoy di- 
rect access to the controversial general's innermost 
thoughts, has outlined the defense we will hear again and 
again in the coming days: Lim produced the tape, or 
agreed to appear on video, in order to delimit, or defuse, 
or defang (choose your own self-serving verb), the com- 
ing coup. 

“He didn’t want any more violence, but the young offi- 
cers were hot,” said a self-described key participant in the 
crucial meeting between Lim and more junior officers. 
Lim's decision to videotape his withdrawal of support, the 
source said, was meant to temper their hot-headedness, 
to channel their power-grabbing energies in а more 
democratic direction, 

“In a way, the video even did the government a favor 
because it helped prevent violence,” the surrogate said. 

In fact, the increasingly expansive surrogate continued, 
there was really nothing to the events last February. “In 
truth, there was really no coup. There was no plan to at- 
tack Malacafiang, take over networks, or hit police or mil- 
itary camps. Lim prevailed upon the junior officers and 
they finally agreed to a peaceful march.” 

As a legal defense, this narration of events is rather 
creative—even if it comes down a little too hard on the 
junior officers. But even if it had the virtue of being 
true, it cannot hide the essential truth about the armed 
services today: Restiveness continues to гой the ranks. 
That is the undeniable subtext of a five-month-old 
videotape. 

Why does the restiveness continue to exist? Because 
the sense that the Armed Forces and the police were used 
to commit election fraud in 2004 continues to nag at the 
conscience of many soldiers and quite a number of police- 
men. We do not even think that most of the conscience- 
stricken necessarily share Lim's videotaped conviction 
(apparently different from his live, not-on-video posi- 
tion) that Ms Arroyo is a fake President. We think many of 
them merely want what we want too: accountability, the 
subjecting of even the very highest officials of the land to 
a reasonable process that will determine whether there 
is, in fact, liability or not. 

ОЁ course, there is an enormous difference between 
wanting accountability from a commander in chief whose 
mandate is in doubt and supporting a transition govern- 
ment which has no mandate at all. A soldier who cannot 
see the difference has no business serving in a democra- 
су. 

This brings us back to the Lim tape. We think it actually 
proves two things. It gives the lie to the repeated and in- 
creasingly irritated assertions by the President's many 
spokespersons that her crisis of legitimacy has been re- 
solved, that so-called closure has been achieved. And it 
makes the case that some form of transparent accounting 
must take place, if the crisis is to end: an impeachment, a 
Congress-mandated inquiry, a revamp of the election 
commission, a mid-term election serving as a referen- 
dum. Nothing less would do. 
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MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF THE POWER 
Sector Assets and Liabilities Management 
Corp. (PSALM) must be loathe to give up the 
PlOmillion bonus they favored themselves 
with, so much so фат after seizing the $14- 
million performance bond of YNN Pacific 
Holdings—they gave the corporation another 
30-day extension, the third such extension, to 
deliver the P227 million down payment of its 
‘winning bid for the Masinloc power plant. The 
bonus is allegedly a reward for "а job well 
done" by PSALM for having been able to sell 
the National Power Corp.'s biggest power plant 
for $561.74 million. This is a case of counting 
the chicks before they are hatched. As it has 
turned out, YNN Pacific cannot make good on 
its winning bid. It cannot even produce just the 
40-percent down payment required to finalize 
the contract, despite several extensions. 

1EYNN cannot pay the $227 milion, then its 
winning bid will be canceled, it loses its $14- 
million performance bond and the Masinloc 
plant will have to be bid out again. Ifthe deal is 
canceled, then what is the P10-million bonus 
or reward for? “Sayang, kuarta na, naging bato 
pa,” the PSALM board must be thinking. 

Or, considering the eagemess of PSALM 
board members to collect the bonus right away, 
they may have already received all or part of the 
reward. In which case, they will have to refund 
the money—and if they have already spent it, 
where will they get the refund money? 

‘There is no credible excuse for PSALM to jus- 
tify the 30-day extension beyond saying thar the 
$561-million bid price is too good to give up. 

First, its contract with YNN does not provide 
thatit can grant YNN another extension after it 
has decided to forfeit the S14-million perfor- 
mance bond. 

Second, the extension defies logic. After pe- 
nalizing YNN through the forfeiture of the 
bond, PSALM gives it another chance to com- 
mit the same ilegal act. 

‘Third, YNN has already been exposed: it is 
mot a legitimate power firm bur a mere con- 


PRAY, WHAT CRIME HAS DANILO LIM COM- 
mined?

"This clearly constitutes an act of interfer- 
ence by a foreign government into our internal 
affairs. Badawi has no legal or moral right to 
tell our government what to do in matters that 
are purely our own concern. 

"The Presidents advisers who are telling her 
to accommodate the Malaysian leader are do- 
ing her a disservice because of the serious legal 
implications of such intrusion. Ifthe President is 
acting on her own on this issue, then she could 
have in her hands another ground for impeach- 
ment—for culpable violation of the Constitu- 
tion, treason and betrayal of public trust. 

The other officials behind the grant of another. 
extension should be charged with graft and cor- 
ruption, for giving undue advantage to a dubious 
entity at the expense of the Filipino people. 

Filipinos are outraged by this third exten- 
sion, because it will add to their burden. If and 
when YNN-Ranhill is able to pay the upfront 
fee and formally operates the plant, it is sure to 
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‘worse. Far, far, worse. Yet Erap is in jail and 
GMA is in Malacafiang. 

If Lim committed any crime, itis only in try- 
ing to talk his superiors, who were the top 
brass of the AFR into joining his cause. He 
seems to have been confident he had done зо 
‘when he agreed to give that interview. To this 
day, I cannot comprehend how he could have 
possibly thought that his superiors, who had 
corruption charges hanging on their heads and 
were even then being fattened off the fat of the. 
land by their commander-in-theft, could have 
been persuaded to bite the hand that fed them. 

Indeed, if Lim committed any crime, it is on- 
ly the crime of idealism, or optimism, of believ- 
ing that his superiors could be capable of final- 
ly thinking of country before self, of being sati 
ated at some point, of being alarmed at the 
hellish pass their country had been plunged in- 
to, enough to say, "Tama na, sobra na, abuso 
na.”

Besides, all supply 
contracts must go through a public bidding аз 
required by the rules. 

So how did YNN-Ranhill try to solve these. 
problems? By facilitating the issuance by the 
Energy Regulatory Commission (ERC) of Reso- 
lution 21, which suspended all requirements 
for a public bidding of supply contracts. The 
resolution came in an instant, in a matter of. 
days. It helped that Sunny Sun, YNN's owner, 
used to be a business partner of Jesus Alcordo, 
опе of the ERC commissioners who signed the 
controversial resolution. 

With the resolution in place, it was now pos- 
sible for YNN and Meralco to negotiate a sup- 
ply contract away from public scrutiny. This 
was confirmed by Meralco itself last week. 

‘But here's the hitch: If YNN succeeds in sign- 
ing a supply contract with Meralco, it will re- 
sult in even higher power rates for Meralco 
consumers because it will again raise produc- 
tion cost. 

There в really no other way to resolve this 
controversy but to cancel YNN winning bid, 
and to conduct another public bidding. Ban 
ҮММУ from the second bidding process to erase 
whatever apprehensions prospective bidders 
may have as to the integrity of the bidding.

ABOUT TWO YEARS AGO, THE SUPREME 
Court admonished n judge for her handling of a 
case challenging the right of religious leaders to 
endorse candidates. The Court minced no words 
saying that the Judge acted “with inexplicable 
haste, [and] with total ignorance of the law” 
Now the judge is in peril of being administratively 
disciplined for what she has done. Having been 
charged with “ignorance of the law” is not very 
flattering for a judge. But the fact is judges have. 
‘been dismissed from the service for ignorance of 
the law. 

"While that pronouncement of the Supreme 
Court on the caso was à welcome reli from an- 
other annoying election-time litigation, the йесі. 
sion was less about separation of Church and 
State than about the competence of the lower 
court judge. You could sense from the tenor of the 
Courts language that it would have wanted to 
grapple with the issue If it had been properly 
raised, The issue of separation of Church and 
State, the Court sald, was "of paramount interest” 
and “was both of transcendental importance and 
novel in nature since it had never been decided 
before.” But the Court refrained from touching 
the issue because ofthe technical shortcomings of 
the judge's decision. 

1f Church critics will put their money where 
their mouths are, they may yet give to the 
Supreme Court the opportunity to deal with an is- 
sue which is both of “transcendental importance 
and novel in nature 

The issue which started the case two years 
was whether church leaders could endorse candi- 
dates, Until now the Supreme Court has not had 
the opportunity to decide whether or not reli- 
gious leaders violate the Constitution when they 
Support the candidacy of a person vying for office 
ог even campaign for his election. Now the issue 
has come out again, but in a different form: May a 
religious leader join those who file an impeach- 


ment complaint against the President? 

Му constant view on the role of religious lead- 
ersin the political arena is that the non-establish- 
ment provision is a command addressed by the 
Constitution to the State. The Constitution says, 


“No law shall be made res ап establish- 
ment of religion." Itis out of this text that the doc- 
trine of "separation of Church and State" has 
been derived 

‘True, the 1973 Constitution added the princi 
pletha The separation of Church and Ste shal! 

inviolable." But inviolable by whom? Judicial 
records are replete with decisions seting down 
how and when the State in one way or another 
may be said to have “established religion” or vio- 
lated separation of Church and State. But you can 
comb the decisions in both Philippine and Ameri- 
E ‘and you will find no decision 
pointing to a non-state entity as having violated 
the non-establishment clause. A non-state entity 
like a church may be a victim of a violation of the 
separation rule, but the violation is done not by 
the church but by the State. 

Briefly the non-establishment clause was not 
meanttobea protective mantle for the State but a 
command to the State to let the people decide 
how they will deal with their God. 

‘When you examine what are called violations 
of the separation rule by a churchman, what they 
really mean is that the churchman has committed 
а political impropriety or an ecclesiastical impru- 
dence, neither of which is the same as a constitu- 


tional violation. It is possible that the churchman 
may even have violated Canon Law. Churchmen, 
afterall, operate under two legal regimes, secula 
and eccisial. Bur the ecclesia! regime is outside 
the Jurisdiction of the stare, 

T must add, however, that just us churchmen 
do not lose thelr right to criticize acts of govern- 
ment officials, so too politicians retain their right 
to criticize their church leaders, Churchmen 
should also listen to the voices from the pews. 

‘The fiip side of the non-establishment clause is 
the free exercise clause, It is on the basis of the 
latter clause that the right of churchmen to speak 
out is firmly and constitutionally anchored, “The 
free exercise of religious profession and worship, 
without discrimination or preference, shall forev- 
er be allowed. No religious test shall be required 
for the exercise of civil or political rights." Ap- 
plied dlsrespectflly to religious leaders, this 
translates into the constitutional doctrine that 
ттеп religious leaders have the constitutional 
right to make fools of themselves. Needless to say, 
politiclans also have that constitutional right. 

Finally, however, let me Just say that should 
churchmen stop being controversial for the sake 
of avoiding controversy at all coss, then church- 
men should examine whether they are being 
faithful to their vocation. I am writing this picce 
оп the morning of the 14th Sunday of Ordinary 
time, after I read the liturgical readings for this 
Sunday. Three great religious leaders аге fea- 
tured: Ezekiel, Paul and Jesus. АП three faced re 
jection in thelr time. As God put it to Ezekiel 
“Hard of face and obstinate of heart are they to 
whom I am sending you.” All three, however, 
‘measured success not by the extent of their popu- 
larity among the people but by their fidelity to 
what they saw as their God-given mission. Thus, 
if you are expecting churchmen to back away 
from public controversy, you are headed for dis- 
appointment. 


They’re at Malthus again 


ТАМ REFERRING TO THE ANTI-LIFE AND ANTI- 
family advocates who seem not to run out of lever 
ways to insert their Western-based agenda into ev- 
егу conceivable legislation they can think of. Now 
they would have 21 bills of various concerns con- 
solidated into an omnibus law covering reproduc- 
tive health, population policy, two-child policy and 
sex education for the youth. Of the bills, at least 
three promote the use of artificial contraception in 
the guise of promoting “women's health." 

‘These advocates have turned a valid societal con- 
cem into a euphemism for their real agenda—pop- 
ulation control. If they really want to address wom- 
епз health, why is there no attempt to include Sen- 
ate Bill 319? The bil seeks to ban abortive drugs 
and devices. The bills exclusion gives away outright 
thie sinister intentions of the advocates. 

"The basis of their argument, of course, is the 
erroneous belief that a decline in population 
means economic growth and development. 
‘Thomas Robert Malthus was an English demogra- 
pher and political economist who lived from 
1766 to 1834. it was he who introduced the 
rather pessimistic principle that foresaw the 
world's population ourrunning food supply, lead- 
ing toa decrease in food per person. 

"To check population growth, Malthus advocat- 
ed, among other solutions, what he called “moral 
restraint and vice.” This population control strate- 
gy called for late marriage and sexual abstine 
Put it also advocated infanticide, murder, contra- 
ception and homosexuality. But here's the catch in 
the Malthus proposal: these solutions would apply 
only to the poor and working classes. In the 
Malthusian argument, only the lower social class- 
es would assume responsibility for societal ills. 

Since then, many have misinterpreted 
Malthus, even overlooking other aspects of his ar- 
‘gument, For example, there are those who ignore 
the fact that Malthus himself, even as he pressed 
for population control, stated that we cannot 
denigrate man's capacity (he called it"power") to 
increase food supply.

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‘Those who do cling to Malthus’ theory up to 
this day misinterpret not just his thoughts. In 
their vain desire to adapt the Western culture of 
licentious behavior in the name of freedom and 
selfdetermination, they have put up their own 
‘smokescreen to keep them from seeing a succes- 
sion of various scholars and studies that have ef- 
fectively debunked Malthus since the 1960s. At 
least one such study, published in 1966, was not 
only a pioneering initiative at that time; it gave its 
proponent a Nobel Prize honor. Since then, up 
‘until the 1990s and the present, a progression of 
other studies has only pointed to the emerging re- 
ality: there just is no population bomb. 

Not only that, countries that have been lured by 
the Malthusian myth into running a “successful” 
population program now have to address the grim 
reality of diminishing human resource. Japan, 
Germany and Italy are now in the throes of the so- 
called "demographic winter" The governments of 
Russia, Singapore, South Korea and Bulgaria are 
now offering incentives to encourage childbearing 
in an attempt to curb population decline. 

Yet here in the Philippines, anti-life advo- 
cates—usually pikon when criticized despite the 
fact that they have access to the legislative pow- 
ersthat-be—ding to an out-oftouch, outdated 
and archaic thinking that even their Western gods 
have failed to prove in their respective countries. 
The advocates seem not to hear the alarm bells 
ringing in countries where the demographic win- 
ter has set in, countries that are now repentant at 
having toyed with Malthus theory. 

"Why the recalcitrance on the part of our anti- 


life advocates? There dearly is а colonial agenda 
here that is tied to Western purse strings. These 
agenda-makers may not be obtrusive with their 
presence. It is even possible that some advocates 
are aware of them or have yet to notice them. But 
Twon't be surprised if there lurks in the shadows 
such anti-life giant octopuses as Planned Parent- 
hood, whose tentacles may have spread far and 
wide to influence Philippine legislative efforts. 

Population control is simply not the solution to 
poverty. The Philippine population control pro- 
gram, in place since the 1970s and funded by bil- 
lions of pesos of public money, has brought down 
the population from 3.08 percent during the peri- 
od 1960-1970 to 2.36 percent during the period 
1995-2000. Despite the population decline, how- 
ever, poverty incidence has not been reduced si 
nificantly. Clearly then, there are other factors 
that are not being addressed. Try curbing graft 
and corruption, as we expect legislators to do. 

‘The proposed bills are premised on the belief 
that we are poor because we are too many Fewer 
births may (or may not) mean less expense for a 
family, depending on its priorities. What is certain, 
however is that less births mean less people for the 
labor force in the next 20 years. Higher population 
densities do not necessarily translate into lower 
personal income. We have certainly seen this in 
thickly populated areas that exhibit higher in- 
comes and greater economic activity (the National 
Capital Region, Southern Tagalog, Cebu, Davao, 
Hong Kong, Singapore, South Korea; as opposed 
to Bolivia, Kenya, Ethiopia, which have lower den- 
sity but also lower personal incomes). 

Finally, when must we puta stop to the use of the 
term "reproductive health” which, in international 
forums, is simply a catch-all jargon that includes 
abortion; but which loca advocates have repeated- 
ly denied? The attempt to redefine а term that has 
‘become part of an all-encompassing political defini- 
боп is a lame method of deceit and dishonesty.

Malig debunks Defensor 


FILIPINO WIT IS BEYOND THE POWERS OF THE 
Philippine National Police, Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, or any executive order or presiden- 
tial proclamation to control. And so when Presi- 
dential Chief of Staff Michael Defensor an- 
nounced his Madyaas Confederacy, cheeky text 
messages and e-mail and blog comments prolifer- 
ated (I leave it to the clever reader to determine 
what"Madyaas" could be an anagram of). 

Jojo Pasion Malig, in his blog (hetp://wrie- 
ingihirnyblogspotcom) took a scholarly ap- 
proach to Defensors brainchild, suggesting that it 
betrayed an ignorance of accepted research on 
the subject. Defensor's organization is based on 
the misconception that the book "Maragtas, or 
History of Panay from the first inhabitants and 
the Bornean immigrants from which the Bisayans 
are descended to the arrival of the Spaniards,” 
written by Pedro Alcantara Monteclaro in 1907, 
was based on historical facts and not—as Alcan- 
tara himself clearly stated—a collection of leg- 
ends culled from various sources. That mistaken 
impression was fostered by historians and clari 
fied by William Henry Scott in a thesis defense, 
later incorporated in his book, "Philippine Source 
Materials for the Study of Philippine History" 

Maligs writing forced me to dig out my musty 
old copy of Scot's book, "The Maragtas,” on "The 
Confederation of Madiaas." Scott wrote that 
“Maragtas” is “an account of seven resolutions 
adopted by the seven Panay datus as а kind of po- 
ical constitution. They agree to rename the is- 
land Madiaas and divide it among the senior three, 
with [datu] Sumakwel exerting executive authori- 
ty over the two and retaining immediate jurisdic- 
tion over the lesser four, with legislative power up- 
оп attestation by any two of these; that the three 
ranking rulers will receive the oaths of office be- 
fore the others and a priest; and that no taxes will 
be levied save a religious contribution every seven 
years” Scott added that "Since this appears to be 
the oldest political constitution in Asia, its authen- 
ticity must be carefully considered." 

Careful consideration, Scot asserted (and a pan-

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el of senior historians that vetted his thesis agreed) 
thatthe evidence isn’t there, either in terms of acu- 
al, provable documents or from echoes of such а po- 
litical arrangement in Panay: "the Maragtas, there- 
fore, gives no reasonabie grounds for supposing the 
existence of any prehispanic ‘Confederation of Ma- 
diaas.” Which means, Malig says (and rightly so), 
"One big problem for Defensor and his gang. its 
pseudohistory a its best.” 

Malig has also been waging a lonely crusade 
for the reconsideration of the names given some 
of the highest honors of the Republic: the Orders 
of Sikatuna and Lakandula (the Order of Kalanti- 
‘aw, named after what's been proven a historical 
hoax, was discontinued in the reforms of 2003). 

The Order of Sikatuna is conferred on diplo- 
mats and those who've fostered friendly relations 
between our country and other nations. It com- 
‘memorates the first blood compact between the 
Philippines and a foreign country But Malig 
stressed: “Point of clarity. The first blood compact 
was berween Ferdinand Magellan and the king of 
Mazaua, Raia Siaiu (Si Ayo for easier reading). 
‘This happened on Holy Thursday, March 28, 
1521 [or] 44 years before the Sikatuna event in 
Juan Luna's [famous painting] "Pacto de Sangre.’ 
[Thus] the first recorded treaty between the 
Philippines (named San Lazaro at the time and, 
to be precise, it was only Cebu that was bound by 
the treaty) and а foreign country was on Tuesday, 
April 9, 1521. This was negotiated by Magellan 
and Cebus Raia Humabon's nephew aided by Ra- 
ia Siaiuand 11 others.” 

Malig has been hoping, since 2005, that “Raia 
Statu will replace Sikaruna." A letter, pointing out 


the historical error, has been sent to President 
Macapagal-Arroyo, “Speedy action is needed; itis 
internationally embarrassing for the Philippines to 
be awarding foreign dignitaries a decoration that 
represents the apotheosis of ignorance in history" 

Tve been aware of this issue for some time, and. 
the problem it posed was a practical one: what of 
the legions of distinguished individuals conferred 
the Order in the past? It seems to me, upon reflec- 
tion, that without diminishing the Order, or hav- 
ing to change its appearance or the criteria for its 
cconferment, the problem could be fixed by an ex- 
‘ecutive order announcing that “henceforth, the 
Order of Sikatuna shall be known as the Order 
of ___, in the light of advances in Philippine 
scholarship since the 1950s.” But the National 
Historical Institute, representing a consensus 
among historians, has to pass a resolution advis- 
ing the government of this solution.

PUERTO PRINCESA CITY—THE 
illegal shipment of livestock and 
ihe vast unguarded coastline 
make Palawan vulnerable to foot- 
and-mourh disease (FMD). 

Despite the ban imposed on 
the shipping of livestock from 
FMD-affected areas like Luzon, 
some traders have managed to 
sneak livestock into the prov- 
ince. 

“Two weeks ago, authorities in 
Roxas town intercepted a ship- 
ment of 14 goats from Luzon, 
which were unloaded in the port 
of San Vicente, a northern munic- 
рау, by а boat from Manila. 

‘The goats’ trader claimed that 
port authorities in Manila had al- 
lowed the shipment, but local au- 
thorities found it without proper 
papers. 


Shipment 

Quarantine personnel of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry and 
the Provincial Veterinary Office 
destroyed the shipment in Roxas. 
They burned the goats to ashes 
after killing them with a heavy 
dosage of vinegar. 

On June 21, another boar 
from Batangas tried to unload 
six goats inthe pier of Roxas, but 
local authorities discovered the 
shipment before it could be un- 
loaded 

Municipal agriculrrist Edgar 
Padul ordered the captain of the 
MV Our Lady of Manaoag to 
bring back the goats, owned by a 
certain Perlita Dadores, to their 
port of origin 

Upon arrival at the city port, 
the boat captain claimed that 
they threw the goats overboard. 


However, a certain Boying 52 
bando, a concerned cattle raiser 
in Roxas, immediately informed 
the quarantine personnel in the 
city that four of the goats were 
found in Barangay Tumarbong, а 
coastal village of Roxas, end the 
other two were found wanderins 
inthe town proper. 

‘The quarantine team of the lo 
cal office of the BAI and the PVO 
proceeded immediately to Roxas 
and exterminated the goats in the 
same manner done to the press 
ous batch. 

In an interview with local sta- 
tion dyPR, Sabando said the sut 
reptitious shipping of livestock tw 
the northern coast of Palawan 
had been going on for some time, 
but local authorities, especially 
the municipal agriculturist ot 
Roxas, were not vigilant. 


Accusation 

Padul belied the accusation of 
Sabando, saying the sicuaton 
‘was caused by the laxity of the 
quarantine officers in the ports of 
Luzon who, despite the moratori- 
um, allowed traders to ship live 
stock to Palawan. 

The provinces main airports 
and ports have been enforcing 
strict rules to maintain Palawan 
as an FMD-free province, but the 
vast coastline, where anybody 
could bring in livestock by boat, is 
difficult to monitor due to the 
Jack of personnel of enforcement 
agencies. 

‘At present, only Mindanau, 
Masbate and Palawan remain

Del Rosario, whose tour of duty as Chief of 
Mission in Washington, D.C. will end on July 
3, said, "In coordination with the Department 
of Foreign Affairs and the Department of Na- 
tional Defense, the embassy has worked every 
year with the executive and legislative 
branches of the American government to 
raise US assistance to the Philippines from the 
levels proposed by the White House.” 
He added, "We believe that these annual 
campaigns have helped raise US grant assis- 
tance to the Philippines from a low of $69.3 
million in 2001 to $228.7 million in 2006, or 
an increase of 230 percent." 

“The augmentation of US assistance was 
made possible either through additional ap- 
propriations by the US Congress or through 
funds drawn by some US executive depart- 
ts from their global facilities in response

Our agriculture treadmill 


FARMERS AND FISHERS, AGRICULTURE BU- 
reaucrats, academics, NGOs and agribusiness 
practitioners came together last week in the 
National Agricultural Policy Summit, а gather- 
ing that had been planned over a year ago but 
delayed by the change in leadership in the De- 
partment of Agriculture (DA) last year 
President Fide! V Ramos made good use of 
such multi-sectoral summits in the 1990s to 
seek policy consensus. Much of the produc- 
tive economic reforms of that decade were 
the product of such "summitry" whereby cru- 
cial policy issues were opened to wide public 
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discussion by concerned stakeholders of op- 
posing persuasions. The underlying rationale 
is that the wider the ownership (and there- 
fore support) for policy reforms, the more 
durable those reforms will be. 


Durable problems 

The case of Philippine agriculture has been 
somewhat of an oddity in this regard. In this 
Sector, what have been durable are the prob- 
Jems, not the solutions. After decades of mul- 
-sectoral consultations and policy delibera- 
tions, and to some extent actual reforms, ће 
problems of the sector remain the same 
Some old-timers remarked to me in the sum- 
mit sidelines that мете stil talking of the 
зате problems and solutions that we did in 
the 1960s. 

1 could see what they meant. It was my task 
in last weeks summit to recap the results of 
more than a year of consultations for the sec- 
tor undertaken by the Economie Policy Re- 
form and Advocacy (Epra) project, run by a 
consortium composed ofthe Ateneo de Mani- 
1а University and sx national NGOs with sup- 
port from USAID. Epra's aim is to widen par- 
Eicipation in the economic policy reform pro- 
cess to ensure sound policies that promote the 
greatest good for the greatest number, 


Glaring anomaly 

Indeed, the list of issues in the farm and 
fisheries sector that emerged from those na- 
tionwide consultations trace back to the era of 
the current president's father, four decades 
ago. Low productivity (which statistics show 
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to have worsened, not improved, through 
those decades), low farm incomes, poor ac- 
cess to farm credit, inadequate farm infras- 
tructure, high post-harvest losses, monopo- 
lies and monopsonies in trading, and expen- 
sive inputs were pressing problems then as 
they continue to be now. 

How could we have let down the sector 
that provides livelihood, directly or indirectly, 
to an estimated two-thirds of all Filipinos 
through all those years? 

Quite clearly, there has been a failure of 
governance on a massive scale in Philippine 
agriculture. Overseen by a government de- 
partment with one of the biggest budgets їп 
the Philippine bureaucracy, the fact that the 
bulk of the stakeholders in the sector remain 
the poorest in our society seems a glaring 
anomaly. 


Easy prey 

‘And anomaly it is. What else do you call a 
‘massive program that purportedly allocated 
hundreds of millions of pesos to provide fertil 
izers for small farmers, but has been deter- 
mined by the Commission on Audit to have 
been widely diverted to the wrong purpose 
and to the wrong pockets? And yet the only 
public officials who have been penalized are 
those suspected of having “spilled the 
beans"? 

‘The odious fertilizer scam s butone among 
countless examples of how powerful interests 
have made the Department of Agriculture 
their playground and milking cow. The de- 
partments large budget makes it easy prey for 
ап immoral few who would put aside the wel. 
fare of tens of millions of Filipinos to support 
their own narrow political ends. 


It’s governance, stupid! 

Perhaps what was different about last 
weeks summit was the wide recognition 
among the participants that no well-mean- 
ing policies could work for agriculture unless 
governance of the sector is first put in order. 
‘The dominance of the agriculture bureaucra- 
cy—which subsumes the fisheries sector, it- 
self a massive sector that could very well be 
overseen by a department of its own--may be 
its own downfall. There is now wide support 
for the notion that local governments must 
play the stronger role in managing agricul- 
ture in their respective areas—that they 
must do the “rowing,” while the DA confines 
itself to “steering,” The latter includes tech- 
nical guidance and capacity building for 
LGUs, setting and enforcement of appropri- 
ate regulatory standards, and coordination 
of research and development—but not di- 
rectly running projects on the ground, some- 
thing LGUs are much better placed to do. 
That way we should be able to avoid the mas-

BSP Deputy Governor Diwa Guinigundo 
told reporters on Friday that a revision in the 
country inflation forecast would be di 
cussed by the inter-agency Development 
get Coordination Committee during its meet- 
ing this week 

"The average will likely be lower than 
7.3-7.9 percent,” Guinigundo said, noting 
that the average for the first six months was 
already below this projection at 7.06 per- 
cent 

"We maintain the view that inflation will 
continue to ease in the second half of 2006," 
he said. 

He said that after slowing down to 6.9 per- 
centin May and 6.7 percent in June, the coun- 
пуз inflation was expected to continue slow 
down starting this month. 

The forecast of 7.3-7.9 percent was higher 
than the official government target of 4-5 per- 
cent, as it took into account the bike in the 
value added tax rate from 10 to 12 percent 
starting last February and the assumption 
that Dubai crude ой prices will hit about $62 
per barrel versus last year’s average of $49.31 
per barrel. 

For next year, the govemment expects 
Dubai crude prices to average higher at 
$63.36 per barrel. Despite this, however, the 
BSP sees the inflation easing back to the tar- 
get range of 4-5 percent next year alongside

THE DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE WANTS TO 
program the grant of fiscal incentives—limit- 
{ng that portion of the national budget for tax 
and duty perks to which businesses are enti-

the deficit-ridden government. 

‘Under the proposal, the government shall 
have a three-year indicative expenditure pro- 
gram for fiscal incentives. This means that the 
total amount of tax- and duty-free privileges 
to be granted to businesses over the next 
three years would not exceed the program 
set. 

"The proposal to set up the fiscal incentives 
budget for a three-year period is consistent 
with the plan to amend the programming of 
the national budget from the current yearly 
period to every three years. The plan is em- 
bodied in the Fiscal Responsibility bill pend- 
ing in Congress 

According to a DOF discussion paper on fiscal 
incentives, setting up a national budget for in- 
centives would be one way to strictly monitor the. 
granting of incentives and help authorities evalu- 
ate the net economic effect of the incentives.

pines, the DOF said that, on a net basis, the 
fiscal incentives granted by the Board of In- 
vestments in the year 2004 alone resulted in a 
negative economic benefit of P55.72 billion, 

‘This means that the amount of foregone 
revenues due to the BOT's grant of tax- and 
duty-free privileges was higher than the 
amount of economic benefits resulting from 
1 investments using the same perks. 

"There is really a need to overhaul the system 

of granting fiscal incentives,” Reside said in a 
phone interview. “In the BOT's case, we actually 
ose, and not gain, from the incentives."

Chinese-Filipino 
: group backs plan 
to amend BOT law

A GROUP OF CHINESE-FILIPINO BUSINESS- 
men has supported plans to amend the build- 
operate-transfer law, saying members were 
prepared to invest in BOT ventures under an 
improved law.

5002, Rep. Joey Sarte Salceda, the BOT body 
‘Would be chaired by the President of the Repub- 
lic and would seek to promote public-private 
parmershipin integrating resources to boost in- 
fiastructure development in road networks, 
ports, bridges and information technology.

Money market dealers cry foul over allegations of price manipulation

THE BANGKO SENTRAL NG PILIPINAS 
is bent on getting a watchdog to over- 
see the secondary trading of govern- 
ment securities even as it has yet to 
prove allegations of price-fixing at the 
height of the recent mass sell-off of unit 
investment trust funds (ТРЗ) 

“We have yet to establish that there 
маз manipulation, but these things 
shouldn't even be doubted,” said Nestor 
Espenilla Jr, BSP deputy governor for 
bank supervision and examination. 

"One way to prevent manipulation is 
to have a referee who's not in the mar- 
ket Espenilla told reporters Friday 
night, referring to a seliregulatory or- 
ganization (SRO) that would assume 
‘oversight functions 

An SRO is an independent entity al- 
lowed by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to govern and police its 
‘own ranks, such as the Philippine Stock 
Exchange.

traders were said to have conspired 
with each other to prevent the sharp de- 
cline of bond prices at the secondary 
market during the ОТЕ sell-off last 
May, apparently to protect the net asset 
value of funds held by their banks. 

On Friday, Money Market Associa- 
tion ofthe Philippines (MART) issued a 
statement categorically denying there 


yas price manipulation in the setting of 
Interest rate benchmarks called the 
MARTI—now the subject of а BSP 
probe. 

"The procedure of coming up with 
MARTI involves 25 market making fi- 
nancial institutions contributing ive 
deal-able prices, which reflect their indi- 
vidual views on interest rates,” MART 
said in its statement, which it released af- 
tera board meeting, "This would make it 
very difficult for one ог several players to 
manipulate the outcome of the proces.” 

MART explained that the objective of 
the participating institutions was to cre- 
ate a credible yield curve for Philippine 
government securities and to provide 
liquidity for these debt instruments, 

Tt also said that MARTI is the formu- 
Ja used to derive interest rate bench- 
marks using best bids instead of "done" 
rates in the market for various tenors. 

Created in 1998, the association said 
MARTI had since become the most 
widely accepted benchmark for Philip 
pine government securities both in the 
local and international markets, 

It said that no less than the Bureau of 
‘Treasury had used the MART? as an in- 
dicative interest rate benchmark in pricing 
past issuances of retail Treasury bonds 

"We support the investigation being 
conducted by the BSP regarding this 
matter,” the statement said. "Any effort 
or move that will further strengthen the 


credibility of the MART Interest rate 
benchmark is welcomed by MART.” 

But in its statement, MART had no 
comment on the BSP' proposal for an 
SRO to oversee secondary trading of 
government securities, 

"We have a job to do in looking into 
the truth: Is there manipulation?” Espe- 
тї said. "We have to resolve that 
question and take action [when] neces: 
sary. At the same time, it's the basic ad- 
vocacy of the BSP to promote capital 
market reforms. There must be proper 
oversight, and one way of doing that is 
to have an SRO. 

"The BSP can't regulate because its 
mot our job to regulate markets," he 
added. “As part of the reform process, 
there ought to bean SRO.” 

Tn his remark about an SRO, Espenil- 
la explained that he was not referring to 
the fledgling fixed income exchange 
Philippine Dealing & Exchange Corp. 
(PDEX), which is now applying for SRO 
status.

THE PROPERTY MARKET IS GROWING 20 
to 40 percent, according to third party re- 
searches, and publications are ablaze with 
colorful and sassy ads of property develop- 
ments.

ment; avoidance of accountability, and 
inattention to results. 

“There is an absence of trust when the 
members are not willing to work with 
‘each other because they fear that their 
teammate will stab them in the back, so 
to speak, and take all the credit for 
group effort. 

‘And because there is that lack of trust, 
team members fail to engage in “produc- 
tion conflict,” which allows them to 
freely air their contrasting views without 
fear of personal recriminations. 

‘Opposite of production conflict is 
“artificial harmony" where team mem- 
bers seem to get along on the surface, or 
blindly agree to their superiors’ views, 
hiding what they really feel in their 
hearts. 

Rather than have a lively debate, 
members will rather not talk to pre- 
serve that artificial harmony,” Reyes ex- 
plains. 

"This also means that the members 
will ust go through the motions of do- 


ing what the others say they should, 
without really buying into the idea or 
goal Thus, they wil not give their all to 
fake sure that the goal is accom 
plished 

Reyes says this is where the lack of 
commitment comes n.

He also emphasizes the big role that 
the team leader will play in fostering a 
relationship built on trust. 

“People do what people see, so if they 
see that their leaders are trustworthy 
and willing to work with the team, they 
will be influenced to be the same,” 
Reyes says. 

He says the mold that created the 
command and control type of CEO or 
team leader, has long been broken. lt 
just does not work anymore. 

“People these days do not want to be 
handled or told what to do, but they do 
want to be motivated and inspired,” he 
says. 

"Work on that, and a leader should be 
on his way to building a formidable 
team.

Like human beings, corporations consider 
their name the sweetest word in the world. 


Deceptive 
The rule on the use of names by corpora- 
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What’s in a name? 


tions is clearly spelled out in the Corporation 
Code. 

Corporations cannot use names that are 
identical or deceptively or confusingly similar 
to that of an existing corporation, or are pro- 
tected by law, or are patently deceptive, con- 
fusing or contrary to existing law. 

The ban is aimed at preventing the public 
from being confused or misled by companies 
that have identical or similar names. 

For companies that have gained a lot of 
goodwill from their names, the unauthorized 
use of their identification by other companies 
constitutes unfair competition. 

Thus, in one case, the Supreme Court af- 
firmed an order of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission directing “Universal 
Mills Corporation” to change its name be- 
‘cause it was confusingly and deceptively simi- 
lar to that of "Universal Textile Mills, Inc.” 
which was registered earlier. 

In another instance, the name "Tropiflora, 
Inc.” was disallowed because it was confus- 
ingly similar to that of a previously registered 
corporation called “Tropical Flora (Philip- 
pines)" 


Generic 

But that rule was not applied to the word 
“Lyceum” which some educational institu- 
tions in the provinces use as part of their cor- 
porate name. 

The petition of Lyceum of the Philippines, a 
school founded by the Laurel family, to stop 
other schools from using the word “Lyceum” 
to identify themselves was denied by the 
highest tribunal 

"The court ruled that the subject word has а 
generic meaning, i.e, a school or institution 
of learning which traces its roots to ancient 
Grecian period. 

Besides, there is no confusion in identity 
because the other schools that use that word 
have added a geographic name to it, such as, 
Lyceum of Aparri and Western Pangasinan 
Lyceum. 

тһе SEC has laid down some guidelines on 
what words can and cannot be used in corpo- 
rate names. 

For example, if a proposed name is similar 
to that of a registered business entity, that 
name should contain at least one distinctive 
word that is different from that already regis- 
tered, 

The name of an internationally known for- 
eign corporation or one similar to it cannot be 
appropriated by a local corporation without 
the consent of the former. 

If the full name of a person forms part of 
the corporate name, the consent of that per- 
son or, if he is already dead, his heirs has to be. 
‘obtained first before the use of the name can 
be allowed. 


Specific names 

Also, certain words or phrases are not 
available for general use. 

Thus, the words "Finance," "Bank," "Build- 
ing and Loan Association,” "Rural Bank, “In- 
vestment” or words of similar meaning are 
not allowed for companies that are not en- 
gaged in financing, banking or investment, as 
the case may be. 

‘The emblem, official seal and name of the 
United Nations, both in its full or abbreviated 
form, cannot be used for commercial or busi- 
ness purposes. 

"he words “Asean,” Calabarzon” and 
"Philippines 2000" are not permitted to form 
part of the corporate name of private compa 
nies. 

Ya corporation wants to add the word “Na- 
tional" їп its name, it has to come up with 
good reasons to justify its request; otherwise 
the SEC will disapprove it. 

"The SEC is wary that the subject word may 
give the impression tothe public that the cor- 
Poration is either a government agency or a 
government-owned or -controlled corpora- 
ton, 

Interestingly, in 1975, then President Mar- 
cos issued a decree stating that all banks, oth- 
er than the Philippine National Bank and 
those banks whose name already includes the 
word "National" are barred from using that 
word, 

Going back to the “citi” case, unless the 
contending parties are able to enter into an 
amicable settlement, this case (ike many oth- 
er similar incidents in the past) is expected to 
о all the way up to the Supreme Court. (For

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Portrait of a politician as a farmer 


How one created a model farm from a patch of scraggy land

ACCORDING TO FRANKLIN DELANO ROO- 
sevelt, true individual freedom cannot exist 
without economic security and indepen- 
dence; people who are hungry and out of job 
are the stuff of which dictatorships are made 
of. For Ulysses Eul Salvino, two-term munici- 
pal councilor of San Lorenzo Ruiz, a small 
farming community 12 kilometers south of 
Daet, Camarines Norte, resolutions and ordi- 
nances are not enough. 

Not that he loathes legislative work (he, in 
fact, authored several landmark measures ad- 
dressing the concerns of various sectors) but 
the young councilor just cannot stand the 
sight of idle lands. Its a pity that thousands 
starve in our country despite the presence of 
arable but idle lands. We just need to till these 
lands and we will never be hungry, the coun- 
cilor averred. 


Carving a model farm 

Since 1994, when Eul graduated from the 
Camarines Sur State Agricultural College 
(CSSAC), he has been tiling his mothers one- 
hectare farm lor in San Lorenzo Ruiz. Far from 
being an ideal site, the farm with із slopes 
and hilly areas, would always pose as a chal- 
lenge, even for somebody with a background 
in agriculture. But Eul was grimly determined 
to transform it into something productive, а 
farmer's haven, to send a clear signal to his 
townmates that farming, done the right way, 
could lead to food security and bring some 
tidy profits on the side. 

Te was, of course, tough at the outset. Peo- 
ple were laughing behind Eus back. For how 
Could you convince them that a patch of 
Seraggy land dotted by stunted coconut trees

THE BOOMING IT INDUSTRY IN THE 
Philippines is creating more jobs for Fil 
ipino college graduates. In particular, the 
business process outsourcing companies, 
largely composed of сай center operators, 
are looking for 500,000 new employees 
in the next four years. This demand is en- 
ticing more students to aim fora seat ina 
call center or a BPO business, especially 
‘with promises of big paychecks. 

However, there are a few Filipino stu- 
dents who look at the TT industry in a 
longterm and much more lucrative per- 
spective, Instead of just being a paid em- 
ployee for a company, why not own the 
company instead?

“The executive said about a third of the com- 
puter makers overall business comes from pro- 
viding technology and services to manufactur- 
ing and distribution companies in this region. 

În the Philippines, customers include Proc- 
ter and Gamble, Toyota, Intel, San Miguel 
Corp, and Pepsi Co», the executive added. 

Manufacturing companies in Asia Pacific are 
expected to expand their operations this year, 
which means new investments in information 
technology the HP executive said, 

"The oil and gas sector is now the biggest 
spender on IT in the Asia Pacific region, fol- 
Jowed by the semiconductor industry which is 


building new plants in the region. 

While China continues to enjoy a bigger 
share of investments in manufacturing, the HP. 
‘executives said the recent North Korea missile 
testing will make companies jittery, said Mit- 
ssuhiro Honda, general manager of Manufactur- 
ing and Distribution Industries of HP Asia Pacif- 
ieand Japan's Technology Solutions Group.

"The process of restoration is а 
highly specialized operation. Its 
aim is to preserve and reveal the 
aesthetic and historic value of the 
monument, and is based on re 
spect for original material and au- 
thentic documents. It must stop at 
the point where conjecture begins, 
and, in this case moreover, any ex- 
tra work which is indispensable 
must be distinct from the architec- 
tural composition and must bear а 
contemporary stamp. The restora 
tion in any case must be preceded 
and followed by an archeological 
and historical study of the monu- 
ment 
"The valid contributions of all 
periods to the building of a monu- 
ment must be respected, since uni 
ty of style is not the aim of a 
restoration. When a building in- 
cludes the superimposed work of 
different periods, the revealing of 
the underlying state can only be 
justified in exceptional circum- 
stances and when what is removed 
is of litle interest and the material 
which is brought о light is of great 
historical, archeological or aesther- 
4 ie value, and its state of preserva: 
n good enough to justify the ac- 
tion. Evaluation of the importance 
of the elements involved and the 
decision as to what may be de- 
stroyed cannot rest solely on the 
individual in charge of the work. 
“Replacements of missing 
i parts must integrate harmonious 
ly with the whole, but at the same 
time must be distinguishable 
from the original so that restora- 
tion does not falsify the artistic or 
historic evidence.” 
The 1981 Florence Charter on 
Historic Gardens defines a historic 


garden as a monument, an "archi 
tectural and horticultural composi- 
tion of interest to the public from 
the historical or artistic point of 
view” and, as a monument, it 
“must be preserved in accordance 
with the spirit of the Venice Char- 
ter" 

The term "historic garden" is 
equally applicable to small gar- 
dens and to large landscaped 
parks. Whatever their size, de- 
Signed gardens express the affini- 
ty between man and nature. 

Gardens are alive. Therefore 
continuous maintenance ‘with a 
specified cycle of planting and re- 
planting is required to keep the 
garden and its decorative fea- 
tures in the unchanged condition 
required by the Venice Charter. 

The Florence Charter specifies 
procedures to be followed for 
restoration and reconstruction of 
historic gardens, further recom- 
mending that gardens must be 
open for public use but must not 
be taxed by overuse, and contin- 
ues to suggest that qualified pro- 
fessionals be engaged to main- 
tain historic gardens. 

Philippine society in general is 
unaware of the landscape archi- 
tecture profession and of the his- 
toric significance of the designed 
landscape. The Mehan Garden 
and Arroceros Forest Park deba- 
des are proof of national disre 
spect for the designed landscape. 
Recent constructions that intrude 
‘on the open space of Rizal Park, a 
national monument protected by 
the National Historical Institute, 
further illustrate disregard forthe 
designed landscape.

Their lightsomeness is easily prefig 
the lines, specifically Del Rosario vintage 
string-necks that seem to transform the heads 
into kites. The possibility that the artist has 
drawn his figures from the playful kite is not 
remote since Del Rosario has always mined 
the rich memories of childhood to depict his 
intriguing figures. The kite-metaphor gives

The lithesome lines are complemented by 
the colors.
